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“As to Revenue under Autonomy 


While the amount of revenue which 
the new province will recéive under 


the Autonomy Bill is very liberal in’ 


comparison with the amounts receiv- 
ed by the other provinces, it is not 
nearly as extravagant as compared 
with the amount which is now being 
received by the North West Terri- 
tories. As provinces the amount to 
be received on present population is 
roughly $2,060,000 while last year the 
amount received from Dominion 
sources for expenditure by: local Gov- 
ernment, and paid for by the Domin- 
ion Government for services which 
under the provincial autonomy must 
be paid for by} the local Government, 
amounted to $1,700,000; This is an 
Increase at the start of $360,000, 
which is not very great considering 
the increase of population and the 
necessities of the country, especially 
as there is to be no further increase 
for two and a half years, and then 
only such inerease as is based on popu- 
lation at eighty cents a head. 


Stationary vs, Expanding Revenue 


Until the population reaches 800,000 
the land account which is the great 
resource of revenue remains station- 
ary Under the present ‘territorial 
status with ‘the Dominion Govern- 
ment carring forward its present 
policy of liberality towards the Terri- 
tories we might reasonably expect ‘to 
have a larger subsidy from the Dom- 
inion at the end of five years than we 
will havé under the terms of the 
Autonomy Hills. 


Provincial Charges 

Amongst the services now, paid for 
directly by the Federal Government, 
which hetherto must be paid by the 
Provincial Goverriment are; admini- 
stration of criminal justice, $70,009; 
maintenance of jails $20,000; police 
services, $50,000; maintenance of Fed- 
eral buildings which will become 
provincial buildings such as_ court 
houses, registry-offices, ete., $75,000 
agricultural associations, $7,000: in- 
sane patients now maintained in Man- 
itoba asylums, $70,000; schools in 
unorganized districts, ¢6,000; Lieu- 
tonant-Governor’s office $7,000; 
road-making specially provided by 
the Dominion, $20,000; Pattleford 
bridge, $13,000. As above on the 
estimates for the year ending June 360, 
1906 there is on these items over ¢35@,- 
000 nuw paid directly- by the Domin- 
jon which hereafter must’ be paid by 
provinces besides there is the vaiue 
of the court-houses, registry-offices 
and such buildings, which hitherto 
have been provided by the Dominion 
but hereafter will be used for provin- 
cial purpsses and will have to be paid 
for out of the capital account to the 
tune of not less than a quarter. of a 
million dollars. 


Provincial Bu. dings 

Besides this public buildings will 
have to be provided in both provinces 
Certainly they will have to be in AL 
berta amd no doubt will be inSaskat- 
chewan. What the cost will be can 
only be suggested, but to provide for 
provincial buildings there ig a special 
sum of $100,000 a year for the, first 
five years of provincial organization. 
It is expected that this will make the 
meeessary provisions for provincial 
buildings and possibly alsa to some 
extent provide for ihe cost of the 
buildings to be taken over by ‘the 
local Government. At present ‘the 
Dominion pays $40,000 for mainten- 
ance of registry offices, but as the 
revenue largely exceeds the expendi 
ture, this service will show a profit 
to the province. 


Bridge Dem ands 


The principle demand upon the fin- 
ancial resources of the new provinces 
now in sight will be the construction 
of bridges across the Saskatchewan 
and its various branches. This is an 
expense that will continually inerease 
wit) increase of population. The two 
provinces are traversed by both bran- 
ches of the Saskatchewan river 
‘Alberta has the larger num ,ber of 
branches, but the bridges in Saskatch- 
ewan will be very much more expen- 
sive. At present the North West 


an ra 3 
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Government has demands for assist- 
ance for bridges as follows ; Fort 
Saskatchewan $47,000; Calgary, $80,- 
OCG; Saskatobn, $99,600: Adam’s 
Crossing of the south branch, $35,- 
000; Battleford, $200,000; Medicine 
Hat, $75,009; repairs to Battle river 
bridge, $10,000. The Fort Saskatche- 
wan, Saskatoon and Adam’s Crossing 
bridges are expected to be built in 
colijuncition with railroad bridges and 
therefor will cost much less than if 
they had to be built separately. In 
all these cases the needs is urgent and 
the expenditure is demanded. besides 
there will require to be the usual in- 
stitutions for the care of the criminal 
and unfortunate, as lunatic asylum, 
deaf and dumb asylums, home for 
incurabies, jails, ete. While the re- 
venue of a million a year to each pro- 
vince is probably ample to meet 
current demands the large capital ex- 
penditures required for bridges and 
necessiry public buildings will have 
to be met by careful financial manage- 
ment. As matters have been going a 


very large amount of the revenues of 
the Territories available for public 
works has becn taken up in the con- 
struction of steel bridges; but the 
territorial resources. wére not suffi- 
cient to warrant the Government in 
taking up these larger bridges which 
are now being demanded and which 

the course of settlement and improve- 
ment must necessarily be constructed. 
No other province in the Dominion is 
situated in regard to bridge require- 
ments as are the two new provinces, 
and it is well that ‘the financial arran- 
gements have been placed on a liberat 
basis, not only to start with but te 
increase with increase of population. 


Subsidies Compared 


A comparison with the aetual 
amounts received by other provinces 
may be of interest; 

Ontario with a census population of 
2,182,947, receives a totak annual sub- 
sigy of $1,339,287 ; Quebec ,with 1,648,- 

8 population, receives $1,086,713 
annual subsidy; Nova Scotia, with 
a population of 459,974, receives a 
subsidy of $432,805; New Brunswick, 
with a population of 331,120, receives 
£491,360; British Columbia, with a 
population of 178,657, receives $307,- 
076; Prince Edward Island, wtih a 
population of 103,259, receives $211,- 
931; The North West Territories, 
with a total population of 158,940 in 
1901, and an estimated population of 
500,000, receives for the the year end- 
ing June 30th, 1905, $1,111,979 for 
disposal by the Territorial. Govern- 
ment, exclusive of sums paid by the 
Dominion for what will hereafter be 
provincial purposes + Manitoba, witha 
population of 255,211, receives $533,- 
327. The two new provinces on an 
estimated population of 500,000 will 
receive a subsidy of $2,160,000 a year 
for the first five years for current 
expenditure and eae a year addi- 
tional for capital expenditure.

‘Brockton, Mass., Mareh 20th—A. 
hideous calamity Oceured here to-day 
when nearly one hundred Were killed 
and one hundred injured in a boiler 
explosion at Grover’s shoe factory. 
The appalling instances of human 
suffering are indiscribable at the 
moment. A large woden frame fac- 


tory. a four story ‘structure toppled 
and then the réar portion collapsed, 


In a second this section of the great 


building wes transformed inte a mass 
of iron and wood wreckage in the 
midst of which human bodies were 
pinioned. Another moment and flam- 
es broke out and death by fire and 
suffocation became the fate of scores. 

Wher the boiler exploded, it passed 
upwards through the factory, tearing 
& passage as it went and killing many. 
After rising high in’ the air it descend- 
ed half the distance, and then swerv- 
ing northerly cut it way like some 
huge projectile through two dwelling 
houses 

Scenes of horror followed. The 
three upper floors of the factory, 
weighted with machinery, collapsed, 
with a crash that was heard for 
blocks. The men and women opera- 
tives working in the departments of 
this section had time but to turn in 
an attempt to flee after the first dull 
roar when the flooring sank and they 
were carried to the, ground floor and 
erushed amid a mass of debris. Many 
fell into a veritable fiery furnace. 
Scores of helpless operatives were 
caught in the ruins and roasted to 
death in full view, of the by-standers. 
Despite many cases of heroism and 
self sacrifice the onlookers were prac- 
tically belpless to renden assistance. 
Fifty-eight bodies have been recover- 
ed so far. The loss will reach a quar- 
ter of a million.
